ON WOMEN'S PARTICIPATION IN INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND

1. DEPT SHARES USDEL'S FINDING THAT SUBJECT RESOLUTION 
IS UNACCEPTABLE. USDEL SHOULD OPPOSE IT IF IT IS TABLED 
IN ITS PRESENT FORM. CONCERTING WITH EC-9 ON TACTICS. THE 
REASONS FOR OUR OPPOSITION ARE DETAILED BELOW. 

2. RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION: REPEATED REFERENCES 
TO RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION APPEAR TO BE TRANS- 
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PARENT ATTEMPT TO MAKE TROUBLE IN LIGHT OF RECENT 
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ANTI-ZIONISM RESOLUTION. ON THE ASSUMPTION THAT 
USDEL AND EC-9 DELEGATIONS AGREE THAT THIS IS THE CASE, 

THERE SEEMS TO BE ADEQUATE BASIS FOR OPPOSING RESOLUTION 
ALONG LINES SIMILAR TO THOSE FOLLOWED IN HANDLING POLISH 
RESOLUTION ON LONG-TERM TRENDS IN ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT IN 
2ND COMMITTEE, I.E., THERE ARE REPEATED REFERENCES TO A 
CONCEPT THAT IS COMPLETELY UNACCEPTABLE. 

3. DISARMAMENT: REGARDING REFERENCE IN PREAMBULAR PARA 

3 TO DISARMAMENT, USG DOES NOT ACCEPT THE VIEW OF THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE THAT THE CERDS "CONFIRMS" THE OBLIGATION OF 
ALL STATES TO PROMOTE THE IMPLEMENTATION OF GENERAL AND 
COMPLETE DISARMAMENT AND TO USE THE FUNDS SAVED FOR ECON- 
OMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. MOREOVER, 22 COUNTRIES 
(INCLUDING US, EC-9 AND EVEN SOME THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES) 
VOTED TO DELETE THE CERDS PROVISION REFERRED TO, I.E., 

ARTICLE 15. (WESTERN AMENDMENT TO DELETE WAS DEFEATED 
22-76-24.) OPERATIVE PARA 4 URGES GENERAL AND 
COMPLETE DISARMAMENT WITH NO MENTION OF EFFECTIVE INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONTROLS; AND IMMEDIATE CONVOCATION OF INTERNATION- 
AL CONFERENCE ON DISARMAMENT. A PROPOSITION THAT USG 
MAINTAINS IS PREMATURE BECAUSE SUCH A CONFERENCE COULD 
SCARCELY HOPE TO RESOLVE THE MANY AND COMPLEX ISSUES OF 
NUCLEAR AND CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS AND WOULD MORE LIKELY 
RESULT IN POLEMICAL EXCHANGES HARMFUL TO THE ADVANCEMENT 
OF DISARMAMENT OBJECTIVES. 

4. PREAMBULAR PARA 4 IMPLICITLY ENDORSES PRINCIPLE 24 OF 
THE DECLARATION OF MEXICO SINCE THE STATEMENT CITED USES 
IDENTICAL LANGUAGE WITH THE DELETION OF THE WORD 
"ZIONISM." WE WOULD NOT WISH TO BE IN POSITION. EVEN 
INDIRECTLY, OF SUBSCRIBING TO PRINCIPLE 24, AND THEREFORE 
FIND THIS PARA OBJECTIONABLE. 

5. EXPLANATION OF VOTE: IF RESOLUTION COMES TO VOTE AND 
THERE IS CLEAR LINK, EXPLICIT OR IMPLICIT, BETWEEN 
REFERENCES IN IT TO RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND 
ANTI-ZIONIST RESOLUTION, USDEL SHOULD STATE THAT USG 
REMAINS UNALTERABLY OPPOSED TO RACISM AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION BUT HAS NO INTENTION OF BEING PARTY TO A 
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RESOLUTION THAT CLEARLY HAS AS ONE OF ITS PURPOSES THE 
FURTHERANCE OF A CONCEPT OF RACISM, AS RECENTLY DEFINED 
BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, THAT WE FIND REPREHENSIBLE. 

IF NO SUCH CLEAR LINK IS ESTABLISHED. USDEL NEED NOT 
MAKE STATEMENT SINCE WE WOULD IN ANY CASE BE VOTING 
AGAINST RESOLUTION. 

6. FYI. ISRAELI EMBASSY HERE HAS APPROACHED DEPT 
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WITH REQUEST THAT USDEL MAKE EXPLICIT REFERENCE TO ZIONISM 
ISSUE IN ANY STATEMENT ON THIS RESOLUTION. WE LEAVE TO 
YOUR DISCRETION, IN LIGHT OF GUIDANCE IN PRECEDING 
PARAGRAPH, WHETHER THIS SHOULD BE DONE. END FYI. KISSINGER
